The New York Times v ery justly re* 
marks that “ nobody has thus far been 
eng ag ed in 
enforcing tho Inter-State 
aw ex cept 
the railroad 
companies 
themselv es, and that what is called 
‘the working of the la w* ma y be merely 
th »* working of th« ) ra ilro a d s 
without j 
any warrant from tho law whatev er.” 
j 
mjestionably this is true in respect to 
the ex orbitant increase of long -haul 
charg es. 
The 
law 
requires 
such 
charg es to bo “ reasonable and just” in 
themselv es, and y et under pretense of i 
bring ing them into proportion with 
other rates they hav e been adv anced 
abov e the standard which the roads 
themselv es hav e heretofore published 
as just and fair. 
Such results do not 
show “ tho working of the la w,” but the 
manner in which it is b ein g “ worked,” 
abused, and tortured. 
Ho, too, in re­ 
spect to the refusal to make throug h 
rates, as is the case at Indianapolis. 
“ That depends entirely on tho railroads 
and not on the law, which does not put 
the slig htest obstacle in the way of j 
maintaining throug h ra tes.” 
In fact, it 
j 
ex pressly requires them to be main­ 
tained. 
Ag ain, where long lines claim 
they cannot make rates to compete with 
shorter lines, “ it must be due to the 
action of the roads in ig noring not only 
the intent but the plain letter of the 
law. ” 
In brief, tho working of tho 
railroads under their tricky , abusiv e 
interpretion of tho law is one thing and 
the future administration of the new 
sy stem by the courts and the Commis­ 
sion quite another. 


W h e n the fifty Yale theolog ical stu­ 
dents now study ing the new sy stem of 
memorizing beg in preaching they will 
be able to remember ev ery thing from 
Genesis to Bev elation, and talk two 
hours on a stretch without any sig n of 
notes, if Prof. Loizette’s method is as 
g ood as he claims, say s a New Hav en 
journal. 
At all ev ents, lie has built up 
a fortune by teaching it, and has been 
endorsed by some of tho leading men 
of Ox ford Univ ersity , Eng land. 
Prof. 
Harper, of tho Theolog ical School, has 
inv estig ated tho matter, and say s that 
the sy stem is log ical, philosophical, and 
practical, and has proved of g reat bene­ 
fit to him in his studies, althoug h lie 
has mastered only one-six th of the 
course of study . 
The whole course is 
comprised in six pamphlets, and the 
ordinary man can master it in about six 
weeks, g iv ing an hour a day to it. 
Prof. Brastow lias also been interested 
in it. 
Each pupil is required to g iv e 
bonds that he will not teach the sy s­ 
tem.

Mark Twain, whose memory had alway s 
been poor, took a few lessons, and suc­ 
ceeded in memorizing three column of 
a Now York paper while riding from 
New York to Hartford.

will make a man remember any thing 
ex cept to pay his debts. 
Prof. Loizette 
allows a committee to fill in 100 squares 
marked on a blackboard wit.li numbers 
four fig ures each. 
Then he is blind- 
1 folded, the fig ures are read to him 
once, au» l lie is able to repeat them for­ 
ward or backward, to tell the square if 
the number in it is t» » ld him.

It is a curious circumstance—not, as I

quite clear that the Prince can be ex on­ 
erated entirely from robbing tlie K ing ’s 
mails; but he had this ex cuse, that his 
father withheld from him his income as 
Prince of Wales, partly from innate 
meanness, but more, perhaps, from the 
jealousy inherent in such natures to­ 
ward his nex t heir—one who utterly 
surpassed him in nobleness of mind and 
popular g ifts. 
Who, then, was the orig inal of Shakes­ 
peare’s “ Madcap 
Harry ? ” 
If I mis­ 
take not, lie is to be found in Sir J ohn 
Popham, sometime Speaker of 
tlie 
House of Commons and Lord Chief 
J ustice of Eng land. 
At the time that 
Shakespeare was writing his play s and 
residing at Bankside, in Southwark, the 
circumstances with which he credits 
Trince Henry were being enacted in 
the boroug h, probably before his v ery 
ey es. 
Sir J ohn Popham was a nativ e of 
Somerset. 
How far his being stolen by 
g y psies when a child and remaining 
with them some months g av e him a 
taste for a v ag abond or Bohemian way 
of life, one cannot say . 
At Ba lliol 
Colleg e, Ox ford, lie bore a hig h char­ 
acter, and is said to hav e laid in a g ood 
stock of classical learning and dog ­ 
matical div inity , but on remov ing to 
the Middle Temple lie appears to iiav e 
fallen in bad company and utterly neg ­ 
lected his judicial studies.— 11 a ffo rd 's 
An tiq u a ria n .

[G o o d lio u tu 'k ecp in « .] 
Beer has worked its way into the cus­ 
toms of the Germans in many way s. It 
is common for the people to take their 
meals in the beer houses, often whole 
families together, where they can hav e 
their food as cheap as they can get it at 
home; so that public eating has almost 
superseded the family table. 
Home 
meals, where they are retained, are 
nothing like the social cheer they are 
in America, where ev ery man, how­ 
ev er poor, sits with his family around a 
common board. 
In Germany , each one 
in the morning drinks his eoiTeo alone, 
and when it suits him to get up. 
So 
with supper. 
When not taken at the 
restaurant, it is eaten cheerlessly alone, 
as we would a “ piece,” and consists 
commonly of a sandwich and a glass of 
beer. 
Dinner is a simple affair, is 
serv ed in the family , and is often taken 
by each on© alone. 
Boarding-houses 
are almost unknown, tho beer houses 
hav ing driv en them out of the great 
German empire. 
A stranger, if not at 
a hotel, takes a room with a priv ate 
family , where his breakfast (or coffee, 
rather) is serv ed in his room, while his 
other meals are taken at tho saloon, 
where ho can get beer with them. 
In 
tho hotels there are not commonly 
tables set, but the guest usually pay s 
for his lodging only , and eat at the res­ 
taurants, where he can also drink. 
In Berlin there are ov er <’» ,000 res­ 
taurants, there being more restaurant 
keepers than any other class, ex cepting 
shoemakers and tailors. 
Tho restau­ 
rants aro of all kinds, some serv ing 
breakfast, some supper, and others all 
meals. 
They aro for all classes, too, 
some for tho most wealthy and delicate, 
others to suit the laboring men, and 
some ev en for beggars. 
Ev ery restau­ 
rant is at the same time a reading-room, 
where tho principal dailies are furn­ 
ished; for few families take newspa­ 
per» at homo. 
In the restaurant aro 
also chess-boards, billiard-tables, after- 
concerts and theatrical performances. 
In short, home, with its people and 
comforts, is turned out into tho restau­ 
rant. 
Tlio German would rather hav e 
dry bread and cheese, with a glass of 
beer, than the richest repast, without 
beer. 
One nev er sees water on tho 
table at a German restaurant. 
The whole social sy stem in Germany 
is affected by beer drinking, which, 
among other results, has led in a re­ 
markable degree to the publicizing of 
their priv ate life. 
A man in Germany 
does not lov e his priv acy , but his 
society ; not his family so ex clusiv ely , 
but his saloon companions, 
There is 
less of that confidence and satisfaction 
with which one in America giv es him­ 
self up to his wife and children, or to 
enjoy ment at home; but he takes them 
with him to the saloon, where they all 
giv e themselv es up, with others, to 
common enjoy ment. 
They do not at 
such times feel disconcerted by tho 
strangers present; but a stronger be­ 
comes another friend in the company ; 
for in Germany familiarity does not 
consist in the degree of acquaintance, 
but in the number of persons present. 
This accounts for the German’s socia- 
bleness and for his reputation 
for 
friendliness. 
The first time he meets 
y ou he is about as friendly as he ev or 
becomes. 
An American, in order to en­ 
joy any thing, wants it to bo his own. 
But a German will make it his own, if 
he only lias somebody else to share the 
enjoy ment with. 
Tho people do not liv e at homo and 
hav e no strong home feeling. 
They 
find home a tedious place, for which, 
like tho French, they hav e no namo in 
their language. 
They hav e a “ house,” 
or lodgings, but, if they should trans­ 
late our word "home” with all its ten­ 
derness, they would hav e to say “ father­ 
land. ” 
Not the indiv idual, but the 
whole found an interest; not tho fam­ 
ily , but the saloonful, constitutes the 
unit of society . Ev en in their courtship 
there is nothing of tho priv acy of the 
Americans. 
A y oung man, instead of 
repairing to the lady ’s home to spend a 
few hours in the parlor, takes her, if he 
may be alone with her at all, to the 
beer garden or theater, and there courts 
and often caresses her in the presence 
of hundreds of others. 


The Last Slav e Sale. 
“ I remember v ery well the sale of tho 
last negro in this county at auction,” 
said J ohn Rey nolds, an old resident of 
Ohio County , West Y’irginia. 
“ There 
was a public sale of the effects of an 
estate of a man named Higgs, near 
Wheeling, and among the effects was a 
good ‘field-hand,’ a powerful, well-built 
negro man. 
Thomas McConn, Esq., 
one of the oldest citizens and magis­ 
trates in the State, was the auctioneer. 
The attendance was large, and the sale 
of negroes was rather a nov idty . Some 
of the wealthiest and most influential, 
farmers of the county , as well as mer­ 
chants and business men of Wheeling, 
were there. 
Tho negro was started at 
$5 00 and went up to $8 00, where he was 
knocked down to J ohn Goshorn, a 
merchant of Wheeling, and a large 
land-bolder in the county . 
The negro 
was well known, and as lie was taken 
along the National road toward Wheel­ 
ing, hundreds came out to see him and 
bid him good-by . 
I had not seen such 
a sight since the day that old ‘Hickory ’ 
Jack so n made his last journey from 
W ash in g to n 
to take the boat home to 
Ten n essee. The negro was set to work 
o n a farm near Wheeling, but liv ed 
only a few* months. 
T h ere was nev er 
another negro sold in the county , for 
within u short time the war broke out 
and nearly all of the slav e-holders 
hustled across the line in order to ‘get 
* nit of th e Enion.’ 
Mrs. Ly dia Cruger 
was the last o f the slav e-holders. 
She 
I opt a dozen or fifteen till the procla­ 
mation of President Lincoln liberated 
them. 
Mrs. Cruger’s farm lies four 
uileseast of Wheeling, on the National 


road, r.nd is at present owned and cul­ 
tiv ated by 
Maj. Loring. 
She died 
along in the last of the six ties at the 
ago of 102 y ears. 
Her first husband, 
Col. Sheppard, and her last husband, 
Col. Moses Cruger, were both gentle­ 
men of national famo. 
The mansion 
of Mrs. Crngor was tho stopping place 
of Henry Clay , J ames K. Polk, Andrew 
J ackson, J ohn G. Calhoun, and scores 
of others of national prominence from 
18*20 to 18 00. 
Henry Clay was wont to 
send his colored hody -serv ant one day 
ahead of him to call on Mrs. Cruger to 
notify her of his approach and ask tho 
courtesy of hospitality for one night. 
Tho occasion of Mr. Clay ’s v isit was al­ 
way s signalized by a reception to tho 
aristocracy of the county , and not a few 
of the older residents of Wheeling re­ 
call with feelings of pleasure the Clay 
v isits to the Cruger mansion. 
So great 
was Mrs. Crugor’s admiration of tho 
Kentucky statesman that she had a 
monument erected in the most promi­ 
nent corner of her grounds. 
This cor­ 
ner happened to front on tho National 
road, Clay ’s own most imperishable 
monument, and it is pointed out to-day 
as the most enduring relic of the lady ’s 
regard for the great Whig apostle.— 
Wa shing to n letter. 


Earthquakes in MiHsncliiiHetts. 
It is to be noted, howev er, that sinco 
tho settlement of this New* England 
country there hav e been sev eral shocks 
of an alarming nature, which hav e prin­ 
cipally affected the State of Massachu­ 
setts. 
That of 17 27 and sev eral fol­ 
lowing y ears was one of the most pe­ 
culiar disturbances which hav e ev er 
boon recorded. 
Tho iirsfc mov ements 
of this long-continued series of shocks 
disturbed a tolerably large area; but in 
a short time the shocks became con- 
ff nod to tho region near the old town of 
Newbury , Blass., where from 17 27 to 
17 10 each shock, though tho motion 
was slight, was accompanied by loud 
and terrify ing sounds proceeding from 
the depths of tho earth. 
We hav e tho 
story of this strango conv ulsion from 
the journal of tho ltov . Matthias Plant, 
tho pastor of the Puritan church at 
Newbury . 
Although ho v iewed tho 
matter rationally , many people bo- 
liov ed that the tumult w r h caused by 
the dev il at work in his nether realm. 
In 17 5 5 , almost coincidently with 
tho great Lisbon oarthquake, Central 
Now England was v isited by a disturb­ 
ance 
of considerable v iolence, ono 
which, though a single shock, was 
probably nearly , if not quite, as v io­ 
lent as any of the sev eral mov ements 
which hav e recently occurred in South 
Carolina. 
This disturbance, though 
not hurtful to life or limb, did a good 
deal of minor damage to the buildings 
of Boston and v icinity ; a good part of 
the chimney s wore ov erturned, and 
wherev er a heav y weight iv as supported 
on a tall, frail base the effects wero con­ 
siderable. 
J ohn Winthrop, then pro­ 
fessor of phy sics and astronomy , one of 
tho fow eminent American men of sci­ 
ence of the eighteenth century , states 
that the bricks from the chimney of his 
house, in Cambridge, tho top of which 
was thirty -two feot from the ground, 
were thrown to a point thirty feet from 
tho base of tho structure. 
If wo may 
trust this observ ation, it is clear that 
tho shock, though not of great v iolence, 
was of sufficient force to bring hav oc 
to many flimsy structures of the pres­ 
ent day . 
Hince 17 5 5 there lias been no 
earthquake in this district which can bo 
termed menacing in its v iolence, though 
mov ements of slight importance hav e 
lieen numerous. 
We may reasonably eoneludo that 
while the New England district has 
probably long been ex empt from dis­ 
turbances of great sev erity , the Massa­ 
chusetts district appears to be liable to 
shocks of a v iolence sufficient to wreck 
buildings which aro not well fitted to 
sustain such assaults.— Pro f. N. S. Sk a ­ 
ter, in Scrib ner's Ma g a zine 
. 


Benton’s Departure from Congress. 
The close of tho session reminds me 
of tho last night of the Thirty -third 
Congress in the House of Representa­ 
tiv es. The Senate sent ov er 145 amend­ 
ments to the Sundry Civ il Appropria­ 
tion bill, and it was 8 o'clock in tho 
morning before they were disposed of 
by a committee of conference. 
Mr. 
Pratt then asked whether it would be 
in order to hav e the restaurant serv ants 
bring in breakfast. 
“ Let me amend the question,” said 
Mike Walsh, “ by hav ing cocktails and 
whisky -punches introduced also.” 
A conv ersational debate foUowed, 
during which some v ery clev er things 
were said, and at last the Bergcant-at-

eral bills were then passed under a sus- 
jicnsion of the rules, and during the 
taking of tho y eas and nay s the Clerk 
called Mr. Benton’s name, when that 
gentleman appeared at the door of the 
main aisle, and protested, with v iolent 
gesticulation, against his namo being 
called. 
He said he was an ex -member, 
and that the session that day w as a libel 
on the Sabbath. 
Some confusion followed this episode, 
when the Speaker, p ro tem, BIr. Grr, 
told the gentleman that he wax out of 
order. 
“ I am not a member,” growled BIr. 
Benton. 
“ Then,” promptly retorted BIr. Orr, 
“ if the gentleman is not a member, the 
doorkeeper will put him out.” 
BIr. Benton did not say another word, 
but taking the package in which lie had 
tied up tho contents of his desk he left 
the House, thus, on Biarcli 4, 18 5 5 , 
closing a Congressional career that ho 
had commenced in the Senate on Au­ 
gust 10, 18 21.— Pen: Perley Po o re, in 
Alb a ny J o urna l.

Monday, a black, heavy cloud of smoko has 
hung over the city . Forest tires were rep orted

C h i c ag o , May 14.—No efforts w*ore made 
Friday to effect a comp romise of the differ­ 
ences between the m aster builders and their 
emp loy es.

Ixnm locked out, “No, sir; Chicago brick­ 
lay ers are good enough for us.” 
John Pearson, ex-p resident of tho Brick­ 
lay ers' union, was a caller at the builders’ 
headquarters. 
Although ho was not there in 
an official ea jw ity , he held a long discussion 
with Mr. Trussing, Mr. Downey , and other 
members; but he was not acting officially and 
only an informal talk was hold, in the course 
of which Pearson said he had been threatened 
by members of his union with throw ing out 
of the window for insisting on stating his 
views when they were in op p osition to the 
m ajority of the men. 
The many meml» ers 
who w*ere p resent emp hatically declared that 
they were now fighting for their rights as 
business men and as citizens, and that they 
would not y ield, whatever may be the conse­ 
quences to them. 
The bricklay ers on their side are equally 
emp hatic in their declaration th at tho build­ 
ers will have to y ield. 
An intelligent mem­ 
ber of the union said th at if the lock-out was 
continued, by Monday one-third of their 
members would leave Chicago for other cities; 
that at least one-third more w ould get em­ 
p loy ment here from builders w ho are not con­ 
nected with the Master Masons’ association, 
and tho others would l» e taken care of in vari­ 
ous way s. 
Already , he said, over 500 brick­ 
lay ers have left the city to find emp loy ment 
elsewhere. 
He claimed that the lock-out was 
nothing more nor less than a bluff, and that 
as the men fully understood it they were not 
alarmetl. 
The men at headquarters scouted 
the idea of the building m aterial dealers re­ 
fusing to sell for cash, even though they had 
signed n eontm et not to do so. 
They argued 
that dealers w*ho had brick or other material 
required in building for sale would not l>e ter­ 
rified into refusing to deliver it to 
t hose w ho 
m ay p urchase it. 
However this may be, at a meeting of the 
Northwestern Brick M anufacturers’ associa­ 
tion, at w hich thirty -three films were rep re­ 
sented, it was resolve« I unanimously not to de­ 
liver any brick [» ending a settlement of the 
labor troubles and not to m anufacture brick 
after next Wednesday , if tho lock-out con­ 
tinues. 
The dealers in lime signed the agreement 
not to sell m aterial to builders who are out­ 
side the association until the lockout is at an 
end. 
Mr. Wheeloek, of the Architects’ associa­ 
tion, called at the Builders’ exchange and said 
liis association would refuse to have any thing 
to do with builders who had not signed the 
agreement entered into by the Builders’ ex­ 
change.

GOES BY CONTRARIES. 


The I.-S. C. Law O p erates Just sis It Was 
Not Exp ected To. 
N kw Y o rk , May 14.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade say s: 
A great revolu­ 
tion in business is going on. 
W ith radically 
conflicting accounts of serious losses at some 
localities and in some branches, and of won­ 
derful gains in other p laces, or in .other de­ 
p artm ents of trade and industry , the diffi­ 
culty 
of 
reaching 
just 
conclusions 
resp ecting 
the 
general 
tendency 
is 
much enhanced. 
Tho inter-state act is but 
one of several causes which contribute to p ro­ 
duce this revolution in commerce. 
Most unexi» eeted results are p roduced; tho 
inter-state act clearly help s some who bitterly 
op p osed it, and as clearly injures others who 
exp ected great benefits fmm its op eration. 
Thus*, the river business of the west is ex­ 
p anding under the influence of the law, and 
tie* railr<>a<Ls are at the same time getting 
larger earnings from the p art of the traffic 
they ret un, while not u few cities find—as 
Cincinnati does—that trade ia many lines 
is greatly **mbarrassed. 
One general tendency is disclosed by the 
urgent demands for su>i» *nsion or change of 
the law, es|« *cially from those who most 
favored its enactment. 
Serious diversion of 
trade from Western cities which have teen 
chief centers of distribution is in p rogress, 
and a m ultitude of smaller towns are reap ing 
the benefit. 
W estern p roducts do not, as a 
rule, gain any thing ill eastern markets; if 
w heat has advanced 
cents since the act 
went into effect, corn and oats have declined 
a fraction, [>ork is about the same in p rice, 
lard *2 cent lower, hogs % cent lower, and 
beef sells at the same p rice. 
The rise in wheat 
is clearly sp eculative, and therefore threatens 
a reaction through a curtailm ent of the de- 
man*!. 
Railroad building is not checked by the act, 
as y et, and there is a p robability that by en­ 
couraging traffic at many instead of few cen­ 
ters of trade the law may tend to the buildte« * 


o f numero us lo cal ro ads’and parallel o r riv al 
lines. 
The treasury has taken in during the 
past week *5 00,000 in silv er and *5 ,300,000 in 
go ld, with *800,000 legal tenders, but mo ney 
appears to be in unusually go o d supply 
thro ugho ut the west, and co llectio ns are re­ 
po rted satisfacto ry at nearly all po ints. Tha 
lo ck-o uts and strikes and the inter-state law 
disturb business at many po ints, but the pre­ 
v ailing to ne Is peculiarly ho peful.

The rap id settling up of the west b Inter­ 
fering with the business, and many well-in­ 
formed p ersons interested think the industry 
of cattle raising has reach*« 1 Its height. 
The 
oj« 'ration of the inter-state commerce law has 
I » eon unfavorable, but rep orts are not suf­ 
ficiently definite on this p oint to enable ac­ 
curate conclusions to 1» drawn.

justify tho p rediction that higher p rices for 
beef will p revail this y ear.

Tho ne­ 
cessity for such a decision cannot be 
doubted, but is much to be reg retted. 
The work of tin* ty pewriter, while fresh, 
is so much more easily read than is the 
averag e production of the pen that it 
has been widely preferred for record­ 
ing purposes, and the proceeding s of 
very many corporate associations, as 
well as leg al documents, have been put 
into attractive shape by the aid of this 
instrument. 
But a g reat deal of this 
work will have to be “done all over 
ag ain” in tho g ood old-fashioned way . 
The fault lies in tho ink, which is of 
the kind known as “aniline.” Tho ink 
which was used with the earlier ma­ 
chines soon fades on ex posure to the 
air.

ex periences 
accumulated 
throug h 
considerable 
jieriods

time; 
that 
they 
may 
be modi­ 
fied, 
and 
are 
constantly 
being 
modified by new ex periences; that they 
may be lost or replaced, ami much 
more that we have still to learn. Many 
of the instincts of animals are so far 
removed from any knowledg e or faculty 
we possess that they are at present in­ 
ex plicable. 
But man must learn to say 
“1 don't know” about a g reat many 
tiling s still, instead of assuming the 
validity of ex planations which are not 
true solutions at all, but mere assump­ 
tions. 
And at this point allow me to indi­ 
cate a dang er that should make us cau­ 
tions and modest in attempting to ex ­ 
plain the behavior of animals. 
W e in­ 
fer from our fellow-man’s 
behavior 
similarity of motive and mental pro­ 
cesses to our own under like circum­ 
stances. 
We find, tho more ex perience 
w e have, that we arc often at fault as to 
both. 
And when we are more free 
from the thralldrom of so-eallod sy s­ 
tems and methods in education we may 
learn that the activities of the human 
mind cannot be reduced in all peraons 
to precisely the one plan, like so much 
clockwork. 
This may mar somewhat 
the completeness and beauty of our

Within the past few months there has 
been much stir over the q uestion of 
arsenic in wall-papers. 
Prof. Dy on of 
Harvard University started it, believing 
himself and family to have been badly 
poisoned by it, and feeling under oblig ­ 
ation to make his ex perience available 
for the public g ood. 
The other side has been presented by 
manufacturers and dealers, and by the j 
various interests involved. 
Testimony ' 
has been pitted ag ainst testimony , and 
ex pert ag ainst ex pert, 
until 
now 
| the 
public 
hardly 
knows 
what 
to believe. 
Perhaps an opinion based 
upon an unbiased sifting of evidence 
may be helpful. 
1. 
We believe that arsenic is ex ten­ 
sively used in the manufacture of wall­ 
paper, but usually in such minute 
q uantities that the use of the paper is 
not dang erous. 
The q uestion is not 
whether the chemist can detect any ar­ 
senic in the paper tested by him or not, 
but if he finds it there in a dang erous 
q uantity . 
Most poisons are safe within certain 
limits. 
Our sy stems have a wonderful 
eliminating power. 
Many of the best 
medicines are virulent poisons—not 
only arsenic itself, but preparations of 
opium, corrosive 
sublimate, deadly 
nig htshade, 
stry chnine, 
and 
other 
drug s. 
Carbonic acid g as, which is a 
fatal poison in larg e q uantities, is a 
constituent part of the atmosphere. 
We believe, then, that the arsenic in 
all the paper of any ordinary dwelling 
would not harm one if concentrated 
into a sing le dose. 
2. But we eq ually believe that some 
papers, particularly those with a roug h 
or velvety surface, contain arsenic in 
q uantities which make them dang erous, 
especially so when ex posed to long - 
continued dampness. 
We know of one person who, while 
eng ag ed in hang ing such paper, al­ 
thoug h he took every precaution in the 
way of abundant ventilation, was so 
badly poisoned that he was made ill, 
and w as hardly able to reach home un­ 
assisted. 
The doctor at once pro­ 
nounced it a case of arsenical poison­ 
ing . 
The occupants of such a house, if 
their constitutions are rather tolerant 
of arsenic—there is much difference i; 
the susceptibility to its influence- and 
if tho house naturally and artificially is 
a dry one, and is kept well ventilated, 
mig ht escape harm. 
But we should 
not like to insure the concurrence of 
these conditions. 
Here we would caution our wealthy 
readers to be doubly careful of the ven­ 
tilation of their houses in protracted 
damp weather, and to make sure 
that 
every room is thoroug hly ventilated on 
returning from their summer vacation. 
But, above all, make sure that tho wall­ 
paper does not contain arsenic in dan­ 
g erous q uantity . 
If it does, tear the 
paper down instantly .— Co mp a n io n 
.

Vast barns g org ed with corn, 
rice, and hay ; hives bursting with 
honey ; veg etables without measure, 
and so luscious; a varied and liberal 
supply of carriag es alway s ready for 
use, and horses for the saddle or for 
driving , all g lossy and sleek; spirited 
mules, well-fed and well-curried—the 
pride of the field hands; shrimps and 
fish from the river; multitudes of craw­ 
fish from the deep ditches; raccoons 
and opossums to g ladden the heart of 
the most surly neg ro.

HOW FICTION BECOMES HISTORY* 


Peo ple Who TeU m Sto ry So Oflen They Fi­ 
na lly Co me to Believ e It. 
rW aahing ton Letter in New York Sand 
The late Col. Scott, of the War Rec­ 
ords Office, often confounded many a 
story -teller. 
It was he who had the 
documents at his elbow to furnish the 
ex act truth in reg ard to every battle 
and campaig n, and every order and re­ 
port in reg ard to them. 
To him went 
a host of people who wanted lig ht on 
the war. 
A few weeks before his death 
Col. Scott said: “There are innumer­ 
able ealls on me from officers on both 
sides for ex act information about va­ 
rious movements 
and eng ag ements. 
Most of them deal with personal af­ 
fairs. 
Some fellow who led a scout 
wants to hunt up a riq iort where his 
name is mentioned. 
A Major General 
is not often any more sure of facts 
twenty -five y ears old than a private, 
and a dispute with a brother officer 
sends both here for the record. 
It not 
infreq uently happens that I unwitting ly 
deal some of my best friends cruel 
blows. 
A Western Senator came hero 
a y ear or so ag o and g ot documents 
that made Admiral Porter ridiculously 
imag inative, where every body supposed 
ho was precisely historical, in reg ard to 
President Lincoln’s visit to Richmond 
at tho surrender, and an alleg ed inter­ 
view en route with Duff Green. 
The 
g reater part of the story turned out to 
be fiction. One day an old officer came 
rushihg in, and, in an ex cited tone, ex ­ 
claimed : 
“ ‘Have y ou said I was not in the sec­ 
ond battle of Bull Run?’ 
“ ‘No, not ex actly that,’ I said. 
“ ‘Well, Bob Scott, I was told .y ou 
said so, and I came in here to put day ­ 
lig ht throug h y ou if y ou stuck to it.’ 
“ ‘O, no,’ I replied, laug hing , ‘I never 
said y ou were not in that battle. What 
I said was that y ou y ourself, in an offi­ 
cial report dated the day of the battle, 
said that y ou were in the Cumberland 
Valley , 100 miles from Centreville and 
Bull Run.’ 
“His ey es looked dizzy and liis faeo 
was a most amusing picture of conster­ 
nation. What I said was true. I tapped 
a hell, called a clerk, who broug ht the 
officer’s official report, and there in his 
own handwriting , over his sig nature, in 
black ond white, was his own word that 
ho was not at Bull Run. 
He read the 
report throug h twice in silence so solid 
y ou could slice it. 
Then ho took his 
hat, and, without a word, arose and left 
the building . 
“A prominent officer of my acq uaint­ 
ance has described often in my hearing , 
with g reat minuteness, the battle of tlie 
Monitor and the Merrimac. 
He told 
the story as an ey e-witness, described 
liis field-g lass and the point of obser­ 
vation. 
I paid no attention to the mat­ 
ter until I had heard the tale told 
twice. 
Then I became curious, and 
hunted up the official reports made by 
this officer. 
I found that if he saw the 
Monitor and Merrimac in that battle 
his field-g lass was a most powerful one. 
He never saw the Monitor and Merri­ 
mac fig ht, but was at Falls Church the 
day of the battle, if his own reports 
aro to be believed. 
There is a g reat 
deal of fiction in our war stories. 
“The g reatest number of inq uiries 
about war history ,” said Col. Scott, 
“come from the South.” 
The John­ 
nies foug ht well, and, iu the absence of 
a g ood deal else to g ive them satisfac­ 
tion, take g reat pleasure in their fig ht­ 
ing . 
Nearly all the prominent Confed­ 
erate officers have visited this old build­ 
ing , and hardly a day passes that we do 
not receive half a dozen letters from 
Southerners asking for information.” 


Genesis of the Sun. 
It was impossible to help asking 
what was the condition of the sun’s 
matter before it came tog ether and be­ 
came hot. 
It mig ht have been two 
cool solid masses which came into col­ 
lision with the velocity due to mutual 
g ravitation, or, but with enormously 
less of probability , it mig ht have been 
two masses coming into collision with 
velocities 
considerably g reater than 
those due to g ravitation. 
If two cool 
solid g lobes, each of the same mean 
density as the earth and of half the 
sun’s diameter, were g iven at rest at a 
distance asunder eq ual to twice the 
earth’s distance from the sun, they 
would fall tog ether in half a y ear. The 
collision would last a few hours, and in 
the course of it the g lobes would be 
transformed into a violently -ag itated 
incandescent fluid mass, with about 
eig hteen millions y ears’ heat ready 
made in it, and swelled out to possibly 
three or four times the sun’s present 
diameter. 
If, instead of being initially 
at rest, two g lobes had a transverse 
relative velocity of 1 .42 kilometers a 
second, they would just escape a col­ 
lision, and would revolve in eq ual 
ellipses round the center of inertia. 
If 
the initial transverse relative velocity 
were a little less than 1 .42 kilometers 
a second, there would be a violent 
g razing collision, and two brig ht suns 
would come into ex istence in a few 
hours and commence revolving round 
their common center of inertia in long 
elliptic orbits, the eccentricities of which 
would be diminished. 
If the initial 
transverse component relative velocity 
of the two bodies were just fiS meters, 
tlie moment of momentum would be 
just eq ual to that of the solar sy stem, 
of which seventeen-eig hteenths 
was 
Jupiter’s and one-eig hteenth tlie sun’s, 
the other bodies of the sy stem not 
being worth considering in the ac­ 
count. 
Assuming the sun’s mass to lie 
composed of portions which were far 
asunder before the sun was hot, the im­ 
mediate antecedent to its incandescence 
must have been either two bodies with 
details differing only in proportion and 
density from the cases considered; or 
it must be some number more than two 
—at the most, the number of atoms in 
the sun’s present ma ss.
